A BAD SION. 


To note the attitude of the two 
branches of Congress on maney m at­ 
ters of import can but produce a feel­ 
ing of regret, not to say disquietude 
on the part of thinking men. 
The ob­ 
stinate persistence of the Henate on 
the one hand and the House on the 
other, the former having a Republican 
m ajority, and the latter being strong­ 
ly Democratic, demonstrates that the 
Republican 
Senate is determined, 
with the aid of the administration, to 
stand firm iu its attitude of defence 
which its own rottenness compels it 
to assume. It has long been hoped, 
and indeed anticipated, that at last 
we had reached a period when the old 
time radical lines of party distinction 
would be dropped, and that states­ 
m anship exhibited in the positive re­ 
construction 
that 
true patriotism 
would prompt, would be the anim at­ 
ing spirit of Congress. 
But such an­ 
ticipations are driven to the winds, if 
the signs of the times are not decep­ 
tive. 
Had It not been for the pres­

honesty and villainy wheu exhibited 
in social life or within the environs of 
political position. Never before have 
we as a people been so imperatively 
called upon to study and learn to ap­ 
preciate the value of the elective fran­ 
chise as now. By the closest scrutiny 
into the conduct of our officials, wheth 
er high or low, and by adopting sucli 
a course of personal investigation we 
will discover the real evil and natu­ 
rally apply the’remedy.

SPECULATION. 


The modern m ania for speculation, 
which appears to be on the increase 
and Is extending itself into every 
branch of society, has assumed such 
proportions that it is not out of place 
to give a word of caution to the pub­ 
lic. The gam e of stock speculation is 
far more hazardous than the patron­ 
age of auy common game of chance. 
There is uever a fair deal to outsiders, 
and the rise and fall of stocks is but 
little affected by the merit or demerit 
of the mine the stock represents. 
By 
the present decline in the stock m ar­ 
ket hundreds have lost their all,while 
those who have caused the bieak are 
adding to their already monstrous 
wealth. 
There is in the present state 
of the m arket as good an illustration 
of the m atter as could be given. There 
are two factions whose movements 
control the market, no m atter what 
the condition of the mines may be. It 
is a fact that the Comstock never 
looked better than it does at this mo­ 
ment, and yet because the represen­ 
tatives of the Bank of California and 
the Bank of Nevada are in a struggle 
for the supremacy, stocks have been 
made to fall to a fearful degree,and by 
this the small holders are damaged. 
Men and organizations possessed of 
colossal fortunes cau by the turn of a 
hand add to their own wealth and 
ruin those of moderate means who pin 
tlieir faith upon their garments. The 
use of a few hundred thousand dollars 
at one time upon the strongest m ar­ 
ket in the world will produce a marked 
effect, if put forth or withdrawn in a 
critical time; and none know this fact 
so well as the great speculators who 
are but legitimatized gamblers. Peo­ 
ple m ust remember that the most en­ 
joyable and the most enduring for­ 
tunes that have ever been made have 
been acquired by a slow process of j u ­ 
dicious effort in legitimate business. 
G i r a r d and S t e w a r t acquired their 
wealth after a mercantile experience 
of m any years, as did A s t o r . 
If peo­ 
ple of moderate means will apply their 
energies to a legitim ate use of their 
faculties and money the community 
will be benefited by substantial im ­ 
provement, and there will be far more 
comfort in life than there now is. 
In 
a word, nothing that is illegitimate is 
productive of good, either in business 
or social life, and it is to be regretted 
that this fact is not more fully appre­ 
ciated by the middle classes. To them 
we m ost urgently say: 
Let stocks 
alone and attend to legitimate busi­ 
ness. 


A PROPER SUGGESTION. 


A few days since we alluded to the 
duty of the Democracy in the coming 
campaign, and gave a word or two of 
advice.

of the drowned m an was R. Augustus 
Redman, an attorney of Oakland, and 
a well known Democratic politician. 
The deceased was at one time State 
Senator from Santa C'lara county, 
and a man of considerable promi­ 
nence and influence. He was the Sec­ 
retary of the Judiciary Committee of 
the last State Senate. 
H e was also a 
candidate for City Attorney on the 
Democratic ticket at the recent mu 
nicipal 
election 
In 
Oakland, and 
shared the ill.fortune of his party on 
that occasion*. 
A t the time of his 
death he was Court Commissioner of 
the Third District Court. 
He leaves 
a 
wife 
and 
several 
children 
in 
straightened circumstances. 
He was 
40 years of age, and of late he ha 1 tak­ 
en to drinking heavily. # It is sup­ 
posed he fell from the wharf into the 
bay while in a state of intoxication. 
Caroline H ansom , while filling a 
kerosene lamp, in Oakland last night, 
upset it and h -r clothes caught fire, 
and she died this tuoruiug from the 
effect. 
At the Spaulding Court M artial to­ 
day the prosecution closed the evi­ 
dence. 
Spaulding then made appli­ 
cation to be released from confine­ 
ment, but the Court Martial denied 
the request, but telegraphed to the 
Secretary of the Navy to see what 
action lie. would take in the matter. 
Petty thieving is l ife in the suburbs, 
and m any complaints of thefts of 
clothing, etc., are made to the police. 
The wreckers who some months ago 
went on tlie schooner Joseph Worley 
to recover treasure from the wreck of 
the steamer Golden Gate report nine­ 
teen feet of sand over her hull. They 
were unable to do anything. 
There were seventy-nine deaths in 
the city last week,forty-two males and 
thirty-seven females. 
The stock market closed strong this 
afternoon, the advance on board prices 
being general and of considerable 
movement. 
Silver coin is more plentiful, but 
rules steady at 2$ to 3} per cent, dis­ 
count. 
Trade dollars are in lighter 
demand at 3 to 7 per cent, discount. 
Thirteen seamen of the stenmerCity 
of Sydney, convicted of disobeying 
orders on the steamer when at Pana­ 
ma, who were convicted in the U. S. 
District Court yesterday 
morning, 
were sentenced to twenty-five days in 
jail,besides the forfeiture of all wages. 
The steamer Crocus carried $253,511 
in treasure for China,of which $2o9,0(K) 
were trade dollars. 
The unknown man who committed 
suicide at the Stanford House yester­ 
day morning turns out to be Professor 
Blake, the mind-reader. 
A frightful accident occurred in a 
butchering establishment in South 
Sah Francisco yesterday morning by 
which a young Frenchm an named 
Joseph Braeg lost his life. 
H e was 
engaged in skim m ing a vat of boiling 
tallow when he lost his balance and 
fell headlong into the seething liquid. 
His brother, Francisco, hearing his 
cries, ran lo h is assistance and pulled 
him out, burning himself severely in 
so doing. The unfortunate lad was 
burned from head to foot in a fearful 
manuer. The butchers in the vicini­ 
ty place him in a vat ofcold water un­ 
til the arrival of a physician, who ap­ 
plied proper remedies, but after lin­ 
gering in terrible agony until five o’­ 
clock P. M. he died. 
Deceased was 16 
years of age.

while doing this Bob who was at the 
time inside, w ent out the back way to 
investigate the disturbance. 
He was 
no sooner seen by the ruffians than 
one supposed to be Hubbard fired at 
iiim with a revolver, the ball passing 
through the abdomen and lodging in 
his groin. Although shot, Bob bud 
sufficient strength to grapple with ins 
assassin and strike him several times 
with a club, on which there still re­ 
mains small particles of scalp and 
clots of blood. 
Despite his endeavors 
however, Hubbard escaped, but in his 
flight left belling a revolver of beauti­ 
ful design and a lined bat alternately 
s'riped with white an.i black.

EASTERN NEWS. 


The Silver Question. 


N e w Y o r k , April 30th.—The Times 
says it is clear that a blunder has been 
made in getting silver money into cir­ 
culation. 
There is danger of trouble 
unless som ething is done ut once to 
clear the channel for silver to flow in. 
The constantly increasing amount of 
silver change is hoarded and frac­ 
tional currency is also hoarded, to ob­ 
tain silver by means of it. 
The scarc­ 
ity of small change in this city in­ 
creases every twenty-four hours. Sil­ 
ver change and fractional currency 
are at a premium, because they are 
scarce, and as the Treasury has tlie 
power to m ake either more plentiful 
it should use th a t power at ouce. 


H are Corruption. 


N e w Y o r k , April 29.—T h e World's 
special says there are twenty-flve im ­ 
portant documents in the Controllers’ 
office of the Treasury 
Department 
which show Senator Morton in au un­ 
promising light. They consist of cor­ 


respondence between Morton and one 
of the State agents in Indiana about 
making au appropriation to pay the 
expenses of transporting arms to loyul 
men in the Slates which then or 
thereafter 
might 
be 
in 
rebellion 
against the government, and provide 
for the expense of organizing them 
into companies, and it was passed 
July 31st, 1870. Oue million dollars 
was 
appropriated 
under the act. 
Among the list of war expenditures 
in connection with the above is an 
entry of two hundred and fifty thous­ 
and dollars to oppose Morton for Gov­ 
ernor of Indiana, for supplying trans­ 
portation of arms, etc., in the States 
in rebellion against the government, 
and as there is no purpose under the 
statute making the appropriation for 
which the money could have been le­ 
gally 
expended. 
In 
1871 
some 
difficulty 
occurred 
between 
the 
Democrats 
and 
the 
Republicans. 
In the Legislature the two parties 
were about equal in the Senate, and 
the Democrats had a majority of the 
House. 
No appropriations were made 
for expenses for running the State 
Government. 
Everything seemed to
